JAIL WAS. SEARCHED 
BUT HEGRO WAS GONE 


He Had Been Been Spirited Away 
by Officers ‘Who Had Heard 
the Mob Was Forming. 
Negro May Yet Be 

'  Lynched. 


Topeka, Kan., February 20.—The vigil- 
ance of officers wag all that saved “Slick”’ 
Slater, the negro rapist from lynching to- 
night. He will yet be lynched if he can be 
found. 

Slater assaulted seventeen-year-old Lot- 
tie Gerderick Monday evening and was 
captured by Topeka officers the next day 
in Carbondale, twenty miles from here. 
The officers kept the fact of the capture 
quiet and placed Slater in the county jail 
here. This afternoon it became known 
that he was here and immediately the 
men at the Santa Fe shops, where the 
girl's faaspr. George Gerherick, is em- 
ployed, decided that he should be lynched. 
They sent a committee to watch the jail, 
while they arranged details for the ex- 
pected lynching. 

By 6 o’clock a mob of a thousand men 
was around the cougty jail demanding the 
prisoner. A brigade of sturdy Santa Fe 
boiler makers, armed with heavy sledge 
hammers, stood ready to make short 
work of the jail in case the demands 
were not granted. 

Sheriff Cook told the crowd that the 
prisoner had been removed and offered to 
let a committee search the jail. Ten men, 
headed by Gerberick, made a thorough 
search. Slater could not be found and the 
men so reported. This failed to satisfy 
the mob and twice they started to break 
in the jail doors, 

“Et-developed that early in the afternoon 

the sherff, in anticipation of trouble, or- 
dered a deputy to get Slater out of town. 
The deputy drove to Hoyt with Slater and 
entered a northbound Rock Island train 
with him. It is thought here tonight that 
the man is now in jail at Atchison. 


AMERICAN TEXTILE WORKERS 


Their Officers Appear Before Xmer%- 
can Federation of Labor, 
Washington, February 20.—Messrs. 
James Tansey and Albert Hibbart, of 
Massachusetts, president and secretary, 
respectively, of the National Federation 
of Textile Operatives of America, today 
ap»eared before the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labpr on 
behalf of an application for charter for 
that organization, representing 12,000 
members. AS the International Union of 
Textile Workers is affiliated by charter 
to the American Federation of Labor, it 
was decided that no charter should be 
granted now, but that a conference be 
called of representatives from both tex- 
tile organizations with a view of uniting. 
President Gompers was instructed to 
direct a representative of the American 
Federation of Labor to proceed to Aus- 
tin, Tex., to ald in the defeat or the com- 
pulsory arbitration bill pending in the 
Texas legislature, and telegraphed to Je- 
rome Jones, of Atlanta, Ga., to proceed 

to Austin immediately. 


ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Senate Committee Indorses Addition 
of Philippine Amendment. 

Washington, February 2—The = sen- 
ate committee on military affairs today 
compléted its consideration of the army 
appropriation bill. The committee in- 
dorsed the addition of the Spooner Philip- 
pine amendment to the bill. The commit- 
tee struck out the appropriation of $2,000,- 
000 to pay soldiers deposits. 

Among the amendments inserted was 
one providipg that ‘‘upon the occurrence 
of a vacancy in the grade of colonel in 
the inspector general’s department after 
the gresent lieutenant colonels therein 
shall have been promoted or retired such 
yacancies shall not be filled. The provis- 
ion appropriating $120,000 for the pay of 
100 veterinarians is stricken out. 

The total reduction made by the com- 
mittee is $1,696,000, 


TO CREATE A SUGAR MONOPOLY 


Alleged French Factories Are Being 
Closed for That Purpose. 

Paris, February 20.—An important sugar 
refinery at Zouien, department of Seine, 
employing 1,300 operatives, announced a 
few days ago that it would close because, 
its machinery- being out of date, the 
establishment could not compete with 
other French refineries. 

L‘Aurore asserts, however, that the 
closing down was really due to an agree- 
mént between principal refiners to restrict 
the output. L’Aurore declared this oper- 
ation was ‘“‘the first of a series designed 
to create an entire monopoly of the sugar 
industry.”’ 


Seaboard Meeting Postponed. 

New York, February 20.—The meeting 
of the Seaboard Air-Line railway directors 
scheduled for this afternon in thia city 
did not take place, the reason, it was 
said, being a lack of a quorum. No 
date has n set for the meeting at 
which the ectors are expected to rat- 
ify the action of President Williams, who, 
on Tu y, bought the _ holdings of 
Thomas F. Ryan in the Seaboard ‘and 
Roanoke and Raleigh and Gaston roads.

Dr. Porter Aided in Hiding Body of 
Lincoln’s Slayer. 


PUT iT IN A SECRET PLAOB 


Secretary Stanton Pledged All to Si- 
lence—Body Was Finally Giv 
en to the Family.

New York, February 4.—Former Dis- 
trict Attorney Asa Bird Gardner and 
Judge A. H. Daly were guests at the 
monthly dinner of the Medico-Legal So- 
ciety given tonight in the Hotel St. An- 
drews. 

The principal speaker was Dr. George 
L.. Porter, of Bridgeport. He read a pa- 
per entitled “Reminiscences of the As- 
sassination of President Lincoln.” Dr. 
Porter told the story of the assassination 
and in the course of his address said: 

“I was in medical charge in Washing- 
ton after the murder of Lincoln and had 
unequalled opportunities for observation. 

“The descriptions of the disposition of 
Booth’s body are most inaccurate. The 
body was taken to Washington, identified 
by many persons and afterwards taken in 
a rowboat to the Washington arsenal, 
and in the dead of night, in th presence 
of the military storekeeper, four enlisted 
men and myself, the only commissioned 
officer, was hidden in a place so secret 
that never to this day has it been cor- 
rectly described. 

“We were requested by Secretary Stan- 
ton to keep silent and no man during 
these thirty-five years has yet told. I 
believe the body was finally given to the 
family under agreement never to mark 
by mound or monument where it should 
be placed.”’ 


ROBBED THE CITY FOR YEARS. 


Accident Brings a Gross Corruption 
to Light at Milwaukee. 
Milwaukee, Wis.,~ February 20.—Evi- 
dence has been brought to light which 
Shows the city of Milwaukee has been 
systematically defrauded for years. The 
manner in which those implicated have 
operated was eitner to raise the amounts 
of city certificates given to contractors 
for work done or to issue fraudulent cer- 
tificates, some times in the name of living 
contractors, some times in the names ‘of 

men who have been dead for years. 

The discovery was made through an ac- 
cident. A representative of one of the 
trust companies which has been lending 
money on city certificates came into the 
treasury office with some orders. They 
fell into Treasurer Bollow’s hands and 
he immediately discovered they were not 
genuine. .

Smashing Chicago Saloons. 

Chicago, February 20.—Three saloons in 
this city tonight were damaged by ad- 
mirers of the methods of Mrs. Carrie Na- 
tion.

The smashing was done 
in each instance by a different person and 
necessarily so, as the police gathered: in 
the smashers with great promptitude and 
locked them up.

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FIVE HANCINCS 
GIVEN TO NECRO 


But in Spite of Torture fe 
Refused To Confess, 


MING'S HORRIBLE STORY 


He Alleged That Negroes of Dyers- 
burg Had Formed a Plot To 
Assault Five of the Best 
Young Women of the 
Town. 


Dyersburg, Tenn., February 0.—A mob 
took Bebee Montgomery from the jail 
here last night and swung him up to the 
limb of the famous ‘‘Mike Lynching tree’”’ 
five times, letting him down each time he 
was hauled up, to make him confess his 
complicity in the assault with Fred King 
upon Miss Alice Arnold. 

Tho negro denied his guilt. Finally the 
mob carried him back to the jail more 
dead than alive and delivered him to the 
jailer. 

The mob was led by an organized vigi- 
lance committee. The mob decided not to 
| lynch Montgomery until the third guilty 
negro is found, whom King implicated in 
his confession. This negro is being 
sought for by detectives. The vigilance 
ccmmittee swears when he is found that 
the two will be lynched together. 

In his confession King said that they 
had slated five of the best young women 
of Dyersburg for assault, and this hor- 
rikle plan is the cause of the spirit of 
vengeance among the citizens. A number 
of negroes were whipped out of Dyers- 
brr= 'aet nist +, 

ary 20.—Peter Berry- 
man, colored, was lynched here at 1:30 
o'clock this morning by a mob of. eight 
masked men. Berryman was arrested last 
night for brutally kicking Essie Osborne, 
aged twelve years, in the abdomen, be- 
cause she told him not to come in their 
yard after water. Me was placed in the 
county jail for trial today. 

Shortly after midnight, Officer Jones, 
while making his rounds some distance 
from the jail, was accosted by eight mask- 
ed men who forced him to throw up his 
hands and then took his keys and pistol. 
Two guarded him while the six others 
went to the jail, took Barryman out and 
hanged him to a convenient tree. They 
then returned and released the officer, who 
gave the alarm. 

The body was not found until daylight. 
The coroner is investigating the case. 
Nothing has been learned as to the iden- 
tity of the members of the iynching 


party. 
STEAMSHIP JUPITER IS LOST. 


Captain and Engineer Probably Per- 
ished—Vessel Heavily Insured. 
Philadelphia, February 20.—The officiais 
of the Atlantic .Transport Company in 
this city today received news of the loss 
at sea of the Italian steamshp Jupiter, 
bound from Girgenti for Philadelphia, and 
the probable drowning of Captain Zan- 

nero and Chief Engineer Bondiero. 

The Jupiter left Girgenti January 15th, 
laden with 5,150 tons of brimstone. She was 
sighted by the Italian steamer Citta di 
Messina January 16th, in a sinking condi- 
tion and leaking badly. All of the crew 
were rescumed except the two mentioned, 
who were supposed to have been drowned 
by the captains sinking of a lifeboat. 

The Jupiter was owned by the Com- 
mercial Italian Navigation Company of 
Genoa. In the loss of the Jupter the, mar- 
ine underwriters are said to be involved 
to the extent of $600,000. 


Southern Executes Big Mortgage. 
Mount Vernon, Ill., February 20.—At- 
torney Creighton, of East St. Lous, has 
filed with the clerk of the circuit court 
a mortgage in the sum of $15,000,000 exe- 
cuted by the Southern Railway Company 
in favor of the Illinois Trust and Sa- 
vings Bank of Chicago and Noble C., 
Butler, as trustee, to secure bonds for 
the purchase of the Air-Line road from 
Louisville to St. Louis. It required $8,517 
in revenue stamps to legalize the docu- 
ment, and it will eost upward of $2,000 
in recording fees. :

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Some of the Leaders Beginning 
To Realize Danger of 
Imperialism, 


STATED THAT M'KINLEY 
MAY LET ISLANDS 60 


Change of Sentiment Has Occurred 
Since Republicans Have Heard 
from the Country in Re- 
gard to the Enormous 
Appropriations.

Washington, February 20.—(Special.)— 
There are strong indications that the 
republicans are getting sick of their bar- 
gain in the Philippines. A feeling that 
there is danger in their hold—the Philip- 
pine policy has taken a particularly 
firm hold on some of the leading repre- 
sentatives of the administration in con- 
gress since the enormous appropriations 
piling up at this session of congress have 
been exposed’ to the country by Senators 
Hales, Lodge and others. The expose 
has served to emphasize in the public 
mind the great annual cost involved fn 
the retention of a large army in the 
Philippine islands, and there is no long- 
er any attempt to conceal the fact that 
the conditions in the fsland are such as 
to insure the presence there of a heavy 
military force so long 4s the United 
States: attempts to exercise sovereignty. 

Hearing from the Country. 

The republicans in Congress are begin- 
ning to hear from the country on this 
Philippine question, and there is an ap- 
parent weakening of the jingo hold— 
everything-in-sight sentiment in conse- 
quence. During the past few days demo- 
cratic leaders have been surprised by 
statements from republicans showing this 
weakening. On three different occasions 
recently a prominent democratic senator 
has been told by leading republicans that 
there is a strong probability of the ad- 
ministration letting go of the islands. 

“T have been greatly surprised,’’ said this 
senator to me tonight, “gt having prom- 
inent republicans say to me that in their 
opinion the Philippme question would be 
solved by giving up the islands. These 
are men who. have always voted with 
their party, and who have shown no in- 
clination to break away from the party 
on this question of imperialism at any 
time. They are almost the last men 
you would expect to take this position in 
view of their record in the past. 

Significant Utterances, 

‘To my mind their utterances are most 
significant. They talk as if it is their 
conviction that there is to be a change 
in the republican policy, and that the 
islands ought to be given up. Whether 
this is based on the idea that the suprme. 
court will decide against the government 
in the question involving the territorial 
problem, I do not know, but I do believe 
from what they say and from their way 
in saying it, that they expect the Philip- 


, pine islands will, in the not very far fu- 


ture, be given up to the people of those 
islands in some way or Other.” 


TO REVISE THE CUBAN TARIFF. 


Proposed To Create a Joint Commis- 
sion for That Purpose. 


Washington. Februarv 20.—As a result 
of several conferences between the sec- 
retary of war and the Cuban economic 
commission, correspondence has been 
opened with General Wood at Havana 
with a view to the creation of a joint 
commission fer the revision of the tariff 
of Cuba. The commission probably will 
consist of five members—three represent- 
ing the United States and two represent- 
ing Cuba. 

Secretary Root informed the Cuban eco- 
nomic commission that he would act en- 
tirely in conformity with the recom- 
mendation of General Wood on the prop- 
osition made by the commission for the 
removal of the entire export duty on 
tobacco April Ist, when, by an executive 
order issued by the president, a reduction 
of 50 per cent will be made in the export 
duty.

London, February 20.—In the course 
of the debate in the house of commons 
today on a temperance amendment to the 
address in reply to the speech from the 
throne, Mr. Ritchie, secretary of state 
for home affair¥, said the government 
fully recognized the necessity for reform, 
but he, pointed out that the mover of the 
amendment, T. P. Whittaker, libéral, ac- 
knowledged that it was his desire to 
achieve total prohibition. This had been 
tried in many towns and cities of the 
United States, and ‘“‘in every instance it 
had been a gigantic failure.” 

The proposed government bill would be 
comprehensive, and deal with habitual 
drunkenness, the construction of licensed 
houses, the back door service of drinks 
and many other proposals of the licénsing 
committee. 


REICHSRATH IN AN UPROAR. 


Young Czechs Bombarded the Presi- 
dent with Paper Balls. 
Vienna, February 20.—In the reichsrath 
the president stated today that he pro- 
posea to use the right of censorship in 
regard to interpellations. The Czechs 
and Pan-Germans simultaneously at- 
tempted to make speeches in their re- 
spective languages. Pandemonium fol- 
lowed and objectionable epithets were 
passed freely. Finally the young Czechs 
forced their way to the presidential chair 
and bombarded the president with paper 
balls, whereupon the sittings were sus- 
pended amid scenes of the greatest up- 

roar, 


SOLDIERS EVICTED EDITORS. 


Row Between Civil and Military Au- 
thorities in Rhodesia. 
Salisbury, atnodesia, February 20.—Con- 
flict between the civil and the military 
authorities here has arisen over the or- 
der of the latter for the suppression of 
The Times, a local newspaper, for having 
printed a criticism of the conduct of 
Lieutenant General Sir Frederick Car- 

rington. 

The high court interdicted the military 
authorities from any interference there- 
with beyond the necessary censorship. 
The military authorities, however, this 
morning forcibly evicted the staff. of 
The Times from their offices. 


NO FIGHTING IN COLOMBIA. 


But Rebel Forces Are Still Massed 
Along the Railroad Line. 
Kingston, Jamaica, February 20.—The 
British setamer Louisianan reports that 
when she left Colon, Colombia, February 
18th, the rebel forces still held their po- 
sitions in the vicinity of the railroad line 
between Colon and Pajarfa, but that 

there had been no serious fighting. 

Liberal sympathizers attempted to set 
fire to the town of Bocas del Toro a fort- 
night ago. A policeman discovered the 
plot just as a powder train was about 
to be ignited. The discovery created con- 
sternation in the town. The streets are 
now patrolled nightly by the business 
men of the community, who include many 
Americans. 


To Increase Capital Stock. 

Pittsburg, Pa., February 20.—The stock- 
holders of the Westinghouse Electric 
Company today decided to increase the 
capital stock $10,000,000, making the total 
authorized issue $25,000,000, including the 
$4,000,000 first preferred. A financial state- 
ment submitted showed a, surplus of 
$4,693,000. 


Murderers at Work in Cuba. ’ 
_ Havana, February 20.—Four_ murders 
and two disappearances are reported from 
Santa Clara. It is said that the men 
were killed while attempting to burn sgsu-

FOREIGNERS AID FILIPINOS 


Rustan, a Frenchman, Has Seen 
Arrested by Americans. 


BELGIANS IN PLOT TO KILL 


Evidence That They Conspired To 
Murder American Officer—In- 
surgents Are Surrendering. 


Manila, February 20.—Fernandino Rus- 


pany, Was arrested yesterday at Pagsan- 
jan, province of Laguna, for furnishing 
the insurgents with supplies, information 
as to the American troops and their move- 
ment, and with money. He is a French 
subject and to some éxtent associated 
with Carman, the arrested American con- 
tractor. He dealt directly with the rebel 
General Cailles, who has been operating 
continually in the district east of Manila. 

Mr. Webb, bookkeeper of the Philip- 
pine Trading Company, has made a par- 
tial confession that certain Belgians re- 
siding in Manila and the Baye lake dis- 
trict, were implicated in the plot of Jan- 
uary 17th to kill Captain Jones, command- 
ing the American troops stationed in the 
town of Bay. 

Another force of insurgents will soon be 
deported to the island of Guam. 

Many of the discouraged insurgents in 
the provinces are coming in individually 
and surrendering their guns. 

Hilario Rubio, the alleged ringleader in 
the Macabebes outrages, has been ar- 
rested in Manila for receiving copra from 
the insurgents. 

At a conference held between the United 
States Philippines commission and W. L. 
Lawshe, the new auditor for the Philip- 
pine islands, it was decided to establish an 
office and perfect plans for increased ef- 
ficiency in the auditor’s department. 

Brigadier General George W. Davis will 
shortly take up the duties of provost mar- 
shal of Manila, succeeding Brigadier Gen- 
eral J. Franklin Bell, who, as soon as 
relieved, will proceed overland to Vigan, 
and there assume command of the district 
of northern Luzon, commanded for over a 
year by Major General 8. B. M. Young. 

Captain Steer, of the Thirty-sixth Unit- 
ed States volunteer infantry, has been ap- 
pointed collector of licenses for the city 
of Manila, to succeed Lieutenant Bishop. 
The collections for licenses in Manila 
alone amounts to 300,000 gold dollars a 
year. The members of the new federal 
party are preparing to celebrate Wash- 
ington’s birthday on a grand scale. 

Reports from the gold mining district of 
northern Luzon are lately more encour- 
aging. A find of $2,500 worth of gold was 
recently made in a single pocket in Le- 
panto province, about 175 miles north of 
Manila.

Charges Hanna with Corruption 
and Alleges Barbarity in 
the Philippines, 


HE DECLARES SOLDIERS 
UO RIGHT IN DESERTING 


Fierce Attack of Lentz Arcused the 
Republicans to Wild Anger and 
They Assailed the Ohioan 
with Many Bitter 
Epithets. 


Washington, February 20.—The housé 
finally passed the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill today and entered upon consid- 
eration of the general deficiency—the last 
of the general appropriation bills. Mr. 
Lentz, an Ohio democrat, who, in this ang 
the previous congress, has violently at- 
tacked the administration, furnished the 
sensation of the day. He used a newspa- 
per paragraph recounting the death of a 
federal judge in New Mexico who had 
been a member of the legislature which 
elected Sénator Hanna, as a text for 
charging corruption in that election. This 
called forth a rebuke from Mr. Cannon, 
who declared that brave men fought the 
living and only ghouls ravished the tombs 
of the dead. 

General Grosvenor, of Ohio, attempted 
to reply and the two Ohioans were anx- 
ious for the fray, but Mr. Cannon would 
not permit it. He thought if ‘“‘dirty lin- 
en’’ were to be washed the gentlemen 
should hire a hall. ; 

Sensational Onslaught. 

Later Mr. Lentz made a second on- 
slaught of a more sensational character 
and brought down upon himself the whole 
republican side of the house. In some 
remarks about a paragraph in the bill 
for payments for the apprehension of de- 
serters, Mr. Lentz .made the startling 
charge that soldiers in the Philippines 
had buried a native alive and had then 
bebeaded him, and he read a letter writ- 
ten, he said, by a soldier in the Philip- 
pines saying that he and his companions, 
while on an expedition, were ordered to 
sheot every man and beast they: found. 
Mr. Lentz said if these things are true 
the soldiers were justfied in deserting. 
Mr. Cannon, Mr. Mahon, of Pennsylvania; 
Mr. Grosvenor, of OQhio; Mr. Moody, of 
Massachusetts; strongly rebuked Mr. 
Lentz. Mr. Cannon déclared that were 
Mr. Lentz in the Philippines he would be 
tried by courtmartial and shot. Mr. Ma- 
hon said that Mr. Lentz’s remarks were. 
revamps of the copperhead speecnes of 
forty years ago and Mr. Moody read the 
words of Lincoln that the man who en- 
courages a soldier to desert is worse than 
the deserter. 

Mr. Sherman offered an amendment de- 
signed to prohibit hazing at the naval 
academy on penalty of dismissal This 
amendment was pending on a point. of 
order when the house adjourned. 

‘‘Pyivate” Allen and the Fish. 

The proceedings were enlivened by 4 
humorous speech made by Mr. Allen, of 
Mississippi, ‘“‘the wit of the house,”” in 
favor of an amendment offered by him to 
appropriate $20,000 for a fish hatchery at 
Tupelo, Miss. Mr. Allen goes out of con- 
gress March 4th, after a service of six- 
teen years. He declared that “thousands 
and millions of unborn fish were clam- 
oring to this congress for the opportunity 
of being born in Turelo,”’ (Mr. Allen's 
home).) The amendment was unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

The question of re-arranging the hall of 
representatives for the accommodation of 
the members in accordance with a plan 
agitated some years ago to remove the 
seats and sub-benches, something after 
the manner in which the house of com- 
mons is arranged, came up on a motion 
by ‘Mr. Crumpacker, of Indiana, to appro- 
priate $115,000 “for refurnishing and re- 
arranging the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives, including the removal of the 
individual desks of members and the re- 
duction of the size and re-seating of the 
hall in a manner that will be most con- 
venient for the sessions of the house.” 
The amendment also provided for the re- 
furnishing of the speaker’s room. The 
proposition was debated at considerable 
length, and then defeated—ayes 45, noes 
161. The bill was then passed. 

Speaking to a pro-forma amendment to 
the general deficiency appropriation bill, 
which was next taken up, Mr. Lentz, of 
Ohio, had read the paragraph from a4 
Columbus, O., newspaper reporting the 
death of Charles Lyland, territorial judge 
of New Mexico, who was at one time @ 
member of the Ohio legislature and who, 
the newspaper said, voted for Mr. Hanna 
for United States senator. 

Lentz After Hanna. 

With this paragraph as a text, Mr. 
Lentz attacked corruption in high and 
low places, charging that a judicial place 
had been given Mr. Lyland in return 
for his vote for United States senator. 

Mr. Steele, of Indiana, made the point. 
of order that Mr. Lentz was not speak- 
ing to the subject under consideration, 
but was “jumping on a dead man.” 

“I am not jumping on a dead man,” 
replied Mr. Lentz, ‘“‘but on a man who is 
so alive that he will ride down Penne- 
sylvania avenue with the president one 
week from Monday.” 

“T do not know Mr. Lyland,” interposed 
Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, emphatically, 
“but I do know the gentleman from Ohio, 
Brave men fight the living; ghouls ravish 
the tombs of the dead. That is all I 
have to say.” (Applause.) 

Mr. Grosvenor attempted to secure an 
opportunity to reply to Mr. Lentz, but 
Mr: Lentz objected unless twenty min- 
utes were allowed on a side.

Miners Are Penned in a Pit

CHANCES OF RESCUE SMALL 


Coal Mines at Alabama Insane Asy- 
lum May Prove Death Trap. 
for Negroes Who Were 
Caught in It. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., February 20.—(Special.) 
Thirteen miners were entombed in the in- 
sane hospital coal] mines, two miles from 
here, by ten feet of water, this afternoon. 
Bleven others escaped before the rushing 
waters could hem them in. The accident 
was due to the carelessness of a miner 
who was digging coal close to an aban- 
doned shaft which had been filled with 
water some time. 

The wall was cut’through and the wa- 
ter poured in on the miners, all of whom 
were negroes, There is a large force of 
hands at work pumping the water out of 
the mines, but little progress is being 
made, as it fills up almost as rapidly as 
it is pumped out. 

The fate of the entombed miners is 
problementical, as it will take from twen- 
ty-four to forty-eight hours to clear the 
mines. At present there appears practi- 
cally no hope for them unless there lis 
some way by which air can reach them.

Senator Attacks Advocates a 
Pneumatic Tube Service, 


GAIL RATES: ON MAIL STAKD 


Senator Butler Wanted a Reduction, 
but His Ameridment Was Re- 
jected — Depew Compares 
the Railroads of Amer- 
ica and Europe. 


Washington, February 20.—The senate 
spent the day on the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill making some progress, but not 
completing it. The amendment of Mr. 
Butler, of North Carolina, proposing a re- 
duction of about 9 per cent in the pay for 
railway postal service was defeated, 18 to 
51, after a debate in which Mr. Depew 
answered Mr. Butler's criticisms on the 
large profits made by American roads. 

Late in the day a sharp controversy on 
the pneumatic tube question was precipi- 
tated by an amendment offered by Mr. 
Mason extending that service to Chicago, 
and one by Mr. Vest extending it to St. 
Louis. 

A resolution was agreeg to, directing the 
committee on orinting to ascertain why 
thé public printer had not delivered to the 
senate the instructions and papers sent 
to the Paris peace commission. 

The postoffice bill then was taken up. 

Mr. Batler contrasted the cost of railway 
mail pay in Europe and in this country to 
the disadvantage of the United States. 

Mr. Depew interrupted to say that the 
wages paid by European continental rail- 
_ Yoads was only about one-fourth of the 
rate of railway wages in this country, 
while the freight rates in this country 
were only a little more than one-fourth 
of what they. were in Europe. 

American and European Railroad. 

*‘Does the senator mean,” inquired Mr. 
Butler, “that the American railroads are 
losing money?” 

“I do not mean to say they are losing 
money,’’ responded Mr, Depew. “I mean 
to say that if they had anything like the 
rates charged for freight in continental 
Europe they could. carry the mails free, 
and, in addition, pay a large revenue to 
the government.”’ 

“No railroads in the world have larger 
profits than those of the United States,’’ 
asserted Mr. Butler. 

“The capitilization, of railroads in Eu- 
rope,”’ responded Mr. Depew, “is much 
larger than it is here. In Great Britain 
it is about $350,000 a mile. If that capitali- 
zation be reduced to the average capitali- 
zation in the United States you will] find 
that the profits of the English roads are 
enormous.’’

New York, Febraury 20.—The sub-com- 
mittee on transportation of the industrial 
commission resumed its work today. 
Thomas L. Greene, vice president of the 
audit company, testified that he had been 
connected with the railroads for twelve 
wears and had been a representative of 
some anthracite interests. He said the 
hard coal region, comprising only 400 
square miles, is naturally’ a monopoly. 
Mr. Greene said with proper organization 
and economy of management hard coal 
ought to sell for $1 a ton less than now. 
He said government or state .ownership 
of railroads is the ‘‘only radical remedy.” 

Asked as to over-capitalization of rail- 
roads, Mr. Greene said that there is not 
such a thing as actual value in railroad 
property beyond rolling stock and road 
bed, 

This afternoon Thomas F. Woodlock, 
railroad editor of a Wall street newsva- 
per, sald it was clear that the railroads 
are preparing to purchase al] the inde- 
pendent interests so as to command prac- 
tically all the anthracite coal and thus 
regulate the price as ‘well as control the 
tonnage.

Boer Ieader Breaks the Cordon the 
British Thought They Had’ 
formed — Reported That 
Kruger Will Retérn to 
South Africa. 


London, February 20.—A specia! dispatch 
from Pretoria says the Boers at Kilp 
river, February i18th, derailed a train con- 
taining General Kitchener’s baggage. The 
train was preceded by another on which 
the commander ‘in chief was a passenger. 
An armored train drove off the Boers, but 
the latter secured the contents of the 
train derailed. 

A train was derailed by the Boers near 
Jalbosch and fodted by natives. Two cars 
were ordered ouf and the Boers fired on 
them, killing two persons and wounding 
many. . 

| Cause Is Hopeless. 

Reports from Lydendurg say that acting 
Fresident Schalk-Burger, addressing a 
gathering of burghers recently, told them 
he now recognized that their cause was 
quite hopeless and that a prolongation of 
hostilities was futile. Peysonally, he add- 
ed, he would not take it upon himself 
to advise a surrender; buf he would say 
that, if surrender was inevitable, it was 
foolish to surrender in twos and threes, 
as the proper course was to come to a 
general agreement and gurrénder as a 
nation. 

Lord Kitchener’s secorfd narrow escape 
from capture calls out newspaper warn- 
ings as to the danger of his rapid flittings 
by train from place to place. It is con- 
sidered better for him to remain in Pre- 
toria than to risk upsetting his carefully 
elaborated plan of campaign. 

As Lord Kitchener is now back in Pre- 
toria the inference is that General Dewet 
has again escaped from the supposed cor-

Shipment of American Horses. 

The action of the house of representa- 
tives at Washington in passing a resolu- 
tion to inquire into the question whether 
the United States has broken the treaty 
of 1871 by permitting the shipment of sup- 
plies to the forces in South Africa cre- 
ated more academic interest than practi- 
cal concern. 

The war officials regarded the possible 
effects of any future action in the United 
States as being of small import, as about 
all the mules and horses required for 
South Africa had already been secured. 

Lord Cranborne, under secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, produced from 
the files of the foreign office, a copy of the 
treaty, where it has peacefully reposed 
since the days when the Alabama matter 
stirred both countries, and pointed out 
that mules and horses had never yet been 
classified as contraband of war. So far 
as supplies go, the official maintained that 
Great Britian has not secured from the 
United States anything which would come 
under the “head of military supplies,”’ 
which is the wording of article 6 in the 
treaty. He added: ' 

“If tinned beef and so forth are the 
supplies referred to, why, it is true 
enough, But, it would see impossible to 
stop the trade of the two countries in 
these commodities simply because we are 
at war with the Boers. Even if shipments 
from America to the Cape were inter- 
dicted, the direct trade between England 
and the United States would continue 
with exactly the same result so far as 
we are concerned, although probably with 
less profit to the American seller.” 

Another somewhat interesting feature 
pointed out was England’s express re- 
fusal, noted in the treaty, to accept as a 
principle of international law the rules 
which article 6 imposes on neutral govern- 
ments. 

State Department’s Answer. 

Washington, February 20.—The answer 
of the state department to the house res- 
olution calling for a statement for its 
reasons for allowing United States ports 
to be used for forwarding American 
horses and other supplies to the British 
army in South Africa, a privilege not en- 
joyed by the Boers, will point to the well 
established section of international law 
warranting neutral nations in selling sup- 
plies to belligerents, though these supplies 
may properly be seized by a belligerent. 
It also will be shown that no obstacle 
was interposed by the United States gov- 
ernment to the purchase of horses and 
mules by the Boers, who presumably did 
not do so because they were unable to 
land them in South Africa.

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“Quo Vadis’’ had its initial production 
in Atlanta at the Grand last night. The 
book had a sufficient interest and charm 
to engross thousands of readers, and to 
attain an enormous, but brief, popularity. 
Made into a play the story would not 
appeal unless lavishly produced and cap- 
ably stage managed. It is almost straigh: 
melodrama, and the emotions are shocked 
with sledgehammer blows leveled direct- 
ly, and with harrowing effect. 

As it is produced it is almost essen- 
tially a spectacle, and the*greater part of 
the work that devolves upon the actor 
consists in ‘interpreting and giving co- 
herence to the series of dramatic pictures 
that make up the play. 

The tone of the play during the first 
and third acts is one wf impending gloom 
and disaster, and during the last three, 
of gloom, dense and impenetrable. 

As presented last night, innumerable 
evidences were presented of the infinite 
care and labor that had been expended on 
the production. It was entirely adequate. 
Scenically it left nothing to be desired. 

The stage setting for each of the six 
acts were elaborate and fitting. Much 
was necessarily left to the imagination 
during the fourth act. Stage craft has 
its limitations, and to depict the burning 
is one of them. Except the 
imitation Roman mob in the wings, have 
great numeric strength, it is always a 
source of, joy to the irreverent. 

In a class by itself is the second act 
of the play when compared with what 
comes before and after. Nero’s garde 
and palace in Rome are shown. The stage 
settings are splendidly illustrative. and 
the lights were handled last night sr 
effectively as to add greatly to the value 
of the picture. 

The scene between the cynical Petro- 
nius and Nero in this act is excellently 
conceived and written. It is the first 
dramatic scene in the play, and coyging as 
it does after the ‘‘talky’’ first act seems 
stronger perhaps than it otherwise would. 
The closing picture of the act was strik- 
ine and beautiful; the grouping of the 
kneeling figures before the emperor as 
he withdrew was artistic and effective. 

Next to the second act, from a scenic 
standpoint. is the last act. showing the 
exterior of the coliseum with a view of 
the arena. The idea of vastness is well 
suggested. 

It is perhaps unnecessary, in view of the 
widespread popularity of the hook, to 
tell anything of the story. The perse- 
cution of the Christians by Nero offers 
a beautiful theme for people who like 
their emotions played upon 
Fox’s “Book of Martyrs”’ offers 
another equally as good. Persons who 
enjoyed “Quo Vadis’’ when they read 
the book will enjoy the play still more.

The Mutual Fidelity Company of Mary- 
land and Délaware has again been at- 
tacked in the courts of this city. W. 
Lane Kélly, of the’ firm of Kelly & Bo- 
rum, wholesale grocers, entered suit to- 
. day to recover $68, payments on two con- 
tracts with the company, which he al- 
leges are devices to obtain money rather 
than bona fide agreements. The plaint- 
iff seeks to attach all the office furniture 
of the concern in the Citizens’ ‘bank build- 
ing, of Norfolk, and all moneys in bank 
or in the hands of its employees. No 
receiver is asked for, the plaintiff con- 
tenting himself with an effort to protect 
his own interests. 

This the same concern that has 
been attacked in Atlanta, Richmond and 
other cities. The local manager, R. E. 
Jordan, discounts the effect of the suits 
and declares the company will prove its 
integrity on the face of {ts contracts. 
In his bill, Mr. Kelly alleges that to one 
form of the company’s contracts theré 
are four coupons attached, which, when 
sold, are explained to mean that the 
holder shall receive fér one of these cou- 
pons #0 in diamonds or money every 
twenty weeks. It is averred that these 
_ Coupons, upon careful reading of the con- 
tract really mean nothing by being divid- 
ed into four parts as no definite time 
is fixed in the body of the contract for 
the, redemption of any one or all of them. 
It is thus made unnecesary, the plaint- 
iff alleges, to attach the coupons to the 
contract, which bear the same only for 
the purpose of g@jving it the appearance of 
@ bond in order to make the statements of 
agents in selling the contracts appear 
reasonable. 


CHARTER MAY BE TOO LIBERAL 


Legislature Gave a Company Unu- 
sual Powers, It Is Said. , 

Richmond, Va., February 20.—(Special.) 
It has developed that the charter grant- 
ed to the Brook-Neal 
Company by the legislature at its recent 
‘extra session is one of the most remark- 
able measures that has found its way to 
the statute books of the state for years. 
Its provisions are swéeping and are at- 
tracting much attention. Its passage 
seems to have been the result of hasty 
legislation, ag it fs said to have been 
passed without having been printed or 
considered by any committee. The com- 
pany is formed primarily for the estab- 
ishment of cotton factories and other 
‘manufacturing enterprises { Campbell 
county, but the powers granted are al- 
‘most without limit. Anything may be 
done, from operating a sawmill to build- 
ing a railroad. The most remarkable pro- 
vision is that forbidding the state to 
amend the charter for fifteen years. Its 
life is fixed at ninety years, instead of 
forty, as provided by the code.

INTANGIBLE PROPERTY TAX 


Texas Court Upholds State’s Right 
To Lavy Such Tax. 


ALL CORPORATIONS AFFECTED 


Matter May Be Carried to United 
States Supreme Court for 
Final Settlement. 


Houston, Tex., February 20.—The ‘ques- 
tion of the right of the state to tax 
the intangible property of corporations 
which has been pending in the court of 
civil’ appeals for some time was today 
decided in th case of the state of Texas 
against *the Austin and Northwestern 
Railroad Company, which came up from 
the district court from Travis county. 
The case was affirmed, thereby agreeing 
with the lower court that the intangible 
property of a corporation is taxable. 

This decision has been awaited with 
much interest throughout the state, as 
there are a number of casés pending on 
this issue The court of civil appeals 
holds that the intangible property of a 
railroad corporation is_taxable in the dif- 
ferent counties through which the rail- 
road runs. The question affects every 
corporation doing -business in Texas. As 
interstate concerns are affected, the mat- 
ter will be carried to the United States 
supreme court ultimately. The Texas 
contention is based on the New York 
franchise tax law. ' 


AFTER THE RICE MILLIONS. 


Texds Man Claims That Millionaire 
Owed Him $2,000,000. 
Houston, Tex., February 20.—O. T. Holt 
filed application In fhe county court today 
for letters of administration on the es- 
tate of the late William M. Rice. The 
petitions, after setting forth the fact that 
Millionaire Rice died on September 27, 
1900, says so far as the petitioner knows 
he died intestate and that there exists a 
necessity for administration wpon the es- 

tate. 

The petition then states that. the de- 
ceased died, leaving property of the value 
of $5,000,000, and that the value of the 
prcperty in Harris county is $1,000,000. It 
is also alleged that the deceased was a 
resident citizen of Texas and was tem- 
porarily residing in New York at the time 
of his death. The petitioner alleges that 
he is executor of the will of the late Mrs. 
Elizabeth Rice, wife of William M, Rice, 
and as such, the estate of William M. 
Rice is indebted to him in the sum of 
$2,400,000, 

The case will come up at the March term 
of court. The will-of Mrs. Rice was con- 
tested by William M. Rice during his life 
time. 


HOGG AMENDMENTS DISCUSSED 


Texas Legislature Holds a Session 
in Which Talking Goes On. 
Austin, Tex., February 20.—(Special.)— 
The house devoted all of today’s session 
to the consideration of the Hog& amend- 
ments. A final vote will probably be se- 
cured on the amendments tomorrow, and 
judging from a few test yotes already had 
on the amendments favorable to the orig- 
inal proposition, the joint resolution will 
be defeated for want of a necessary two- 
thirds majority. In the senate a bill was 
passed transferring Burnet county from 
the thirty-fifth to the thirty-third judicial 
districts. At the noon adjournment the 
senate had under consideration the nouse 
bill providing for an appropriation of 
$10,000 to make a geological survey of 
Texas. Senator Staples introduced a bill

headquarters. The conference here last 
night of supporters of Mr. Echols is fol- 
Icved by the Announcement today that 
Congressman Claude A. Swanson will open 
headquarters in this city and direct his 
fight from this point. He will probably 
not take this step until the state commit- 
te. meets and fixes the time and place for 
the convention. 

Attorney General Montague is a resi- 
dent of Richmond and this will, of course, 
be his headquarters. These are the three 
leading candidates and all cf them will 
tnake warm fights for the Richmond del- 
egation. 

Attorney General Montague is probably 
the popular favorite here, though Lieuten- 
ant Governor Echols is developing de- 

cided strength, while the friends of Con- 
gressman Swanson are laying plans to 
capture at least a portion of the city cel- 
egation, which will wield a potential in- 
fluence in the convengjon.

The ‘republicans are confident of having 
quite a good representation ‘in the con- 
vention. They count on the support of 
anti-convention democrats. The fact that 
fifty-one counties voted against the con- 
vention encourages them.

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CHINA ON HER KNEES ~ 
TO WESTERN WORLD 


Foreign Envoys Have Been No- 
tified That Court Will Grant 
All Demands, 


CHINESE BEG IN VAIN 
FOR FEW CONCESSIONS 


Envoys Stood Firm and Insisted on 
Their Demands—Believed That 
Von Waldersee’s Expedi- 
tion Is Bluff To Scare 
Chinese. 


Pekin, February 20.—The foreign envoys 
this morning received an unofficial com- 
munication from the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries offering to agree to all the terms 
of the powers. The Chinese desired. how- 
ever, to save the lives of Chao Shu Chiao 
and Ying Nion, but the ministers insisted 
upon the former demands. 

Meanwhile extensive preparations are 
being made for the expedition planned by 
Count Von Waldersee, The Germans have 
purchased 1,800 camels for transport pur- 


poses. 

The foreign ministers today say that 
they think the gravity of the situation is 
over: but it is expected that differences 
will now arise among themselves when 
some of the governments send their in- 
demnity claims, and partfcualrly is there 
uneasiness regarding the attitude of Ger- 
many that her claims must be paid in 
cash before the evacuation takes place. 
The other ministers resent this, saying 
it will be impossible for China to pay, as 
China has not a large reserve and the cus- 
toms receipts go to pay aividends upon 
former loans; and it is improbable she 
could borrow a sum of any magnitude. 
United States Minister Conger estimates 
9, total demands upon China at $400,000,- 


Sentences Infl'cted. 


It is said the envoys propose to permit 
the imperial court to commute the sen- 
tences of decapitation in the cases of 
Prince Tuan, Duke Lan and General! Tung 
Fu Hsiang to life imprisonment, and will 
agree to the following punishments: 
Prince Chwang to be strangled, Yu Hsien 
to be decapitated, Chao Shu Chiao and 
Ying Nien to be permitted to strangle 
himself, and Chi Hsien and Hsu Cheng 
Wu to be beheaded in Pekin. 

Further particulars regurding the pro- 
posed fortification of the legations at 
Pekin have been learned. The legation 
quarter is between the Chung Ching gate, 
the Tsien gate and the chief wall of the 
city. This quarter will be inclosed by 
modern fortifications with a twelve-foot 
moat and glacis beyond aid protected by 
barbed wire. Each legation will be fur- 
ther fortified and defended by a heavy 
gun. The chief entrance will be a gate 
in the Tartar wall, defended by bastions. 
The artillery will command the Tartar 
and imperia! cities. The barracks are to 
accommodate 2,000 men, and in ga pinch 
5,000 men. 

Germans Are Bluffing. 


London, February 20.—It was learned by 
a representative of the Associated Press 
that the British government tonight is 
without any further official explanation 
of Field Marshal Count Von Waldersee’s 
action in planning an extensive expedition 
in China. The government expects to re- 
ceive tomorrow advices from Berlin offi- 
cially setting forth the motive for the re- 
cent orders issued by the commander in 
chief of the international forces in China. 
Such explanation has been asked for, in 
order that the cabinet, at Friday’s meet- 
ing. may have satisfactory basis for its 
deliberations on the Chinese question, 

However, it is pretty well unofficially 
understood that Von Waldersee’s actiop 
was purely due to a desire to bluff the 
Chinese. The action of the British mem- 
bers of parliament and the newspapers, 
especially The London Times, in calling 
it a bluff causes the greatest chagrin 
and has given rise to the feeling that it is 
impossible to meet Chinese finesse with 
similar weapons. 

“The concert of the powers,”’ said an 
Official, ‘is so unwieldy and is composed 
of so many different sections and sub- 
sections, that diplomacy is out of the 
question. If every move made is subject 
to similar :reatment, as this last, we 
shall be driven to settle the Chinese dif- 
ficulty by pure brute force or not at all. 

“It does not require any great degree 
of deduction to assume that Lord Salis- 
bury, in spite of his professed ignorance 
and the secrecy at Berlin, was fairly 
well informed as to the true inwardness 
oi Von Waldersee’s recent orders.’’ 


White Seeks Germany’s Support. 
Berlin, February 20.—The object of the 


recent conference between Ambassador 
White and the secretary for foreign af- 
fairs was the prevention of petty seizures 
of territories and the obtaining of special 
privileges in China by separate powers. 
The United States is seeking Germany's 
support for joint action of the powers 
to insure proper security of their diplo- 
matic and commercial interests in China. 
It is believed the United States and Ger- 
many are in full accord on this sub- 
ject. 

The German foreign office says the 
Waldersee expedition is to be confined 
to the province of Pi Chi Li, unless the 
obduracy of the Chinese government 
make an éxtension: to. Sian Fu of the 
military movement necessary. The ex- 
pedition is designed to bring about the 
full acceptance of the demands of the 
powers. The latest reports indicate that 
the projected military movement is hav- 
ing the desired effect. 

The foreign office says the expedition is 
unanimously sanctioned by the foreign 
ministers, including Mr. Conger. 


RUSSO-AMERICAN TRADE WAR 


German Editors Are Engaged in Dis- 
cussing the Trouble. 

Berlin, February 20.—The threat of a 
tariff war between Russia and the United 
States continues to occupy large space 
in the German press. 

The Kreuz Zeitung reproaches The Ber- 
liner Tageblatt with adopting a ‘‘cow- 
ardly attitude’’ toward Russia, adding 
that “other people will not permit them- 
selves f be influenced by such threats 
from upholding the interests of the Ger- 
man people with the same energy as 
heretofore.”’ 

The Neuste Nachrichten expresses as- 
tonishment that M. De Witte “interferes 
agitatively in Ge@eman economic ques- 
tions,”’ a/d protests against the view that 
Russia is a carte forcee in Germany’s, and 
that German diplomacy’'s only task is to 
read the St. Petersburg barometer every 
day. It concludes by quoting Bismarck’s 
ejaculation, ‘“‘We Germans fear God, and 
no one else in the world.’’ 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung ridicules 
M. De Witte’s threat as ‘a blank car- 
tridge.’’ The Berliner Post reminds Rus- 
sia that Germany is the only purchaser 
of Russian rye. The Berline Tageblatt 
remarks that the situation proves Count 
von Buelow did not consult Russia before 
promising to raise the grain ndustries. 

The National Zeitung believes that the 
threat was seriously meant, adding that 
the mutual interests of both countries 
demand the avoidance of a tariff war. 

The Boersen Courier believes that ‘“‘if 
a tariff war comes, it will-not end with 
economic hostilities, but will gravely 
disturb political rdations.”’ It asserts 
that the German government attaches 
more importance to the threat than the 
agrarians desire. 


NEW WATERWORKS ASSURED. 


Charleston May Get Its Supply from 
the Edisto. 

Charleston, 8. C., February 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The city of Charleston is negotiat- 
ing with the Charleston Waterworks 
Company for a five million gallon daily 
water supply which will be brought here 
from the artesian wells at Ten Mile hill. 
A proposition has been submitted to the 
company and it igs expected that it will 
be signed and will go to council next 
week for ratification. Should the deal 


| £0 through, which is more than probable. 


the big municipal ownership scheme of 
bringing water to Charleston from the 
Edisto river, a distance of thirty miles, 
will be abandoned. There is a provision 
in this new contract, however, which will 
give the city the privilege of purchasing 
the five million gallon plant after a cer- 
tain number of years. The majority of 
the taxpayers did not look with favor 
on the Edisto river plan, as the cost was 
too great. There is general satisfaction 
with the new plan. The coming of the 
naval station and the approaching expo- 
sition has forced the city to secure a 
more abundant water supply, and if the 
contract up now is signed the new plant 
will be in operation in less than one year. 


VETERAN OF TWO WARS DEAD. 


Famous Confederate Officer Dies at 
Louisville. ” 

Louisville, Ky.. February 20.—(Special.) 
Colonel Smith Anderson, a famous con- 
federate and Mexican war veteran, died 
in the state home for confederates today. 
He was a Virginian by birth, but had 
lived in Kentucky nearly all his life. He 
first attained distinction in the war with 
Mexico. In the war between the states 
he was a colonel on the staff of Kirby 
Smith. He was noted for his courage and 
coo!ness. 


An Early, Morning Blaze.

CUBANS ARE STILL BALKING 


Future Relations with United States 
Not Yet Settled. 


WANT TO HEAR FROM Woop 


Understood That General Represents 


McKinley—Naval Stations Are 
the Principal Trouble. 


Havana, February 20.—The special com- 
mittee approved by the Cuban constitu- 
tional convention to draw up a propost- 
tion defining the future relations between 
the United States and the republic of Cuba 
continued in secret conference with the 
other members of the convention all day. 
No settlement was reached. It is under- 
stood that a majority favor leaving the 
question open until the signing of the con- 
stitution, which is now being engrossed. 

The committee is expecting Governor 
General Wood to send an official letter 
setting forth what he considers the rela- 
tions should be, so that the convention 
may act with a better understanding of 
the desires of the United States. It is ar- 
gued that even if the convention should 
agree to such a definition of relations as 
was outlined by General Wood last week 
it is not officially known whether the 
United States would approve. 

General Wood says he told the special 
committee to inform the convention that 
he represented the policy of the executive 
department at Washington and that he 
could not say how congress would act in 
the matter. Any communication which 
he may address to the committee will be 
on these lines. 

There is a possibility of delay growing 
out of the view the special committee 
takes as to the importance of an official 
communication from Washington regard- 
ing the wishes of the United States. It 
was intimated this afternoon that the 
convention might appoint the special com- 
mittee as a commission to go to Wash- 
ington with the constitution and to settle 
the whole question before congress. 

The convention is practically unanimous 
against naval stations at Havana, Cien- 
fuegos or Santiago. Some of the dele- 
gates say they will readily grant the re- 
quest if the stations are located, say, one 
on the Isle of Pines and the~ethers on 
smaller islands.

At the Bar, Mrs, Nation Was 
Saucy to Judge, 


SHE WENT BACK TO JAIL 


As Her Case Was Postponed and 
She Refused To Make Bond. 
Cigarette Smoke Worries 
Her in Jail—Bitter 


Legal Fight, 


Topeka, Kas., February 20.—Judge Ha- 
zen, of the district court, today contin- 
ued the case of Mrs. Carrie Nation, 
charged with smashing Murphy’s saloon, 
until the April term of court. The cases 
against Dr. Eva Hardin, Mrs. Rose Crist, 
Miss Madeline Southard, Mrs. C. C. 
Chadwick and C. R. McDowell were also 


continued. 

Mrs. Nation enlivened the proceedings 
in her characteristic way. She arose sev- 
eral times to address the court, each 
time calling the judge “your dishonor.” 
When asked if she was ready for trial, 
Mrs. Nation said: 

“T tried to find out yesterday which of 
these cases was to come up and I could 
not. I find that none of these cases have 
been placed upon the trial docket. There 
is no necessity for this swift vengeance. 
This is a fair demand that the case be 
continued. The ordinary placid proced- 
ure of court would be advanced by the 
granting of proper time.’’ 

“It is the province of the court to see 
that all have a fair trial,’’ said Judge 
Hazem 

Not Proper To ‘“‘Railroad.”’ 

“It is not proper to railroad cases 
through,’’ he continued, ‘‘but I see that 
if the cases go over until the next term 
of court it would be difficult to get a 
jury. It will be best to settle this point 
of law now. I1 shall call the case again 
on Monday morning.”’ 

Then Mrs. Nation said: ‘‘Your dishonor, 
please, I think it would be better to de- 
fer the decision as long as possible.”’ 

‘“‘No, I think it will be better to settle 
it at once and let the people know what 
the law is,’’ said Judge Hazen. 

‘“‘We know the law,” said Mrs. Nation, 

“It seems that some do not,” replied 
Judge Hazen. 

‘“‘Some—some judges—do not know the 
law,’ retorted Mrs. Nation. 

Miss Madeline Southard and Mrs. Crist, 
who have been with Mrs. Nation in the 
county jail, gave bond for each and were 
released. One of the signers of the bonds 
was Edward Wilder, treasurer of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe road. 
Mrs. Nation and the others were return- 
ed to jail. The indications are that there 
will be a bitter legal battle over the 
ti:als. The attorneys for the defense wil) 
insist that they be granted a change of 
venue on account ofthe alleged prejudice 
of Judge Hazen. Mrs. Nation refused 
bond offered by her brother. J. H. Moore, 
of Kansas City. 

To Quash Indictmenit. 

Wichita, Kans., February 20.—Mrs. Na- 
tion’s attorney today presented a peti- 
tion in the district court to quash the 
indictment against his cHent on the 
grounds that the building injured har- 
bored a nuisance and that his client had 
a right to abate it, 

In denying the motion Judge D. M. 
Dale ruled today that it makes no, dif- 
ference whether the property destroyed 
is used for a saloon, a bank or a grocery 
store. 

Under this ruling the only point at is- 
sue is whether the accused broke the 
glass windows as alleged in the com- 
plaint. The complaint in one case is 
made by the owner of the building, who 
was not the proprietor of the saloon. 

One hurdred church members at Gar- 
den Plain, this county, have ordered sa- 
loons to be closed by February 22d, under 
penalty of the destruction of the liquor, 
bars, fixtures and slot machines. 

A plan has been formed here in case 
of a raid on the.saloons at night, which 
is expected to take place at any moment, 
to call out the fire department to re-en- 
force the inadequate night police service. 
For the purpose of quelling a riot the 
firemen will, it is said. be permanently 
clothed with the authority of policemen, 
with power to denutize citizens. Judge 
Dale, of the district court, before whom 
the crusaders have been tried in the past, 
is quoted as saying that he would arrest 
ministers who incite the people to riot 
against the saloons. 

All Saloons Are Closed. 

Winfield, Kans., February 20.—Noon to- 
day was the time set by the crusaders 
for saloon keepers to close their places 
on pain of having them demolished. The 
temperance people, however, accepted a 
report of Mayor Albright and a commit- 
tee of business men who went through 
the buildings vacated by the jointists 
that all had quit business and issued a 
statement that hostilities would cease 
until it could be seen whether the mayor 
would keep the joints closed. By this 
act, it is believed that serious trouble has 
been avoided, at least for the time be- 
ing. The county attorney has demanded 
the assistance of the city officials in en- 
forcing the law against liquor selling. 
Mayor Albright has aroused much bitter 
feeling by referring to the temperance 
people as ‘“‘religious cranks.’’

The movement to preserve the Ex- 
position buildings and establish the fair 


' 
and horse show on a permanent and 


businesslike basis has progressed suf- 
ciently to guarantee success. The com- 
mittees appointed by Mayor Mims to 
visit the various lines of trade and se- 
cure subscriptions to ‘the increased 
capital stock of the Fair Association, 
have been universally successful, and 
it is confidently believed that the pres- 
ent week will put an end to the ques- 
tion of wrecking the Exposition build- 
ings. 

The committees, appointed to secure 
subscriptions will cali on the business 
houses and citizens interested in spe- 
cial lines of trade, but there are many 
others deeply interested in the general 
welfare of Atlanta who stand ready to 
help in a good cause. This is evident 
from the fact that four voluntary sub- 
scriptions have been sent to The Con- 
stitution with the request that a list 
be opened to afford all an opportunity 
to subscribe, and we take pleasure ‘in 
doing this. . 

Briefly put, the present plan con- 
templates giving the Fair Association 
a capital stock of $25,000.00, this stock 
to be subscribed for by the business 
houses and public spirited citizens. 
The stock is divided into shares of 
$10.00 each, payable in four equal in- 
stallments, payments falling two 
months apart. This capital stock will 
enable the Fair Association to_pur- 
chase the buildings and operate the 
fair and horse show on a five year 
basis without further subscriptions or 
guarantee funds.

The Southern’s Mississippi Victory. 
The victory of the Southern Rail- 
way Company before the railroad com- 
mission of the state of Mississippi is a 
splendid tribute to the showing made 
before the officers of that railroad. 

The casé grew out of the purcnase 
by the Southern Railway Company of 
the Mobile and Ohio railroad, running 
north from Mobile to St. Louis, pass- 
ing through Mississippi on its way. 
The cry was raised that the purchase 
was violative of the laws of competi- 
tion, and that the sale should not be 
invalidated by the action of the state 
railroad commission. Before that body 
it was shown that the Mobile and Ohio 
did not parallel the Southern; that its 
Borth and south line crossed the 
Southern’s east and west lines twice 
at right angles, and that instead of 
curtailing competition, it really ex- 
tended the competition of the South- 
ern railway as against other railways 
im the state of Mississippi. It was 
also shown that it had never been the 
policy of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany to carry dead ends or unworked 
lines; that every mile of track was 
worked for all that it was worth, and 
that f was in this spirit that the 
Southern desired to enter Mississippi. 
The plea was so straightforward and 
convincing that the commission unani- 
-mously dismissed its action against 
the .Southern. 

To the people of Georgia, to whom 
the working of the Southern system is 
so well known, the action of the Mis- 
sissippi commission is no surprise. 
Ten years ago the anti-railroad spirit 
in Georgia ran very high. Since that 
time the Southern, under the presi- 
dency of Mr. Spencer, has dealt so 
fairly with the people, and has 80 
promptly met every local enterprise, 
_ that this feeling has completely disap- 
' peared. Other railroads have co-oper- 


ated, and all past antagonism.has dis- 
appeared. This is true not only of the 
political feature, but of the appeals to 


state railroad commissions on impor- 


tant issues. . 

Mississippi, therefore, is to be con- 
gratulated upon its determination to 
encourage rather than to antagonize 
the development in that state of the 
business and the broad and liberal 
spirit of the Southern railway. 


No Room for Technicality. 

It is to be regretted that a tendency 
to resort to technicality has become 
manifest in the city council in mat- 
ters involving the public good. 

It is not always practicable to run a 
city on strict ironclad principles. 
When Galveston was swept into deso- 
lation, a method was found by which 
the corporation came to her relief. 
This method, it may as well be stated, 
was a plain subterfuge, to which 
every member of council assented, but 


the purpose being one close to the. 


hearts of the people, it was endorsed. 
Appropriations have been made to ex- 
positions, resulting in immense gains to 
the city which “technicality” might 
have defeated. Not a year passes but 
the city has to take some action in 
which reliance has to be placed upon 
the common sense of the situation. 

The Constitution appeals for a 
broader view of the situation. Great 
public exigencies must be met upon 
the conditions of the time. The strong 
concensus of public opinion, and the 
urgency of the need, must count for 
something. The’city is made for the 
people, and not the people for the city. 
Any work which will extend the trade 
and influence of the city, which will 
give work to our laborers or business 
to our merchants is legitimately with- 
in the protection and’ fostering care 
of the city government. If it were not 
for the presence of these people and 
the urgency of their needs there would 
be no cause for the existence of a city 
government. 

Therefore, let the gauge be kept to 
the measure of the old Atlanta stand- 
ard.

Ship Subsidy Inequalities. 

The Constitution has called atten- 
tion to the fact that even if subsidies 
to ship companies were permissible, 
the bill now in the senate would not, 
come under that head. Instead of be- 
ing a bill to subsidize an increasing 
merchant marine, it is to make a 
straight-out gift of money to existing 
ships to the exclusion of new ones. 

Senator Perkins, of California, a re- 
publican, asked himself the question 
whether, if the bill became a law, it 
would add one new-ship to the Pacific 
trade. He found in answer that not 
only the $9,000,000 for the first year, 
but $4,000,000 more would be required 
for the ships now in sight. Discussing 
this phase, he said: 

In his report for 1899 the commissioner 
of navigation estimates that the subsidies 
for American-built ships eligible’ will 
amount to $4,457,184. In hie report for 1900 
the commissioner states the arfunt of 
the subsidies which can be earned. by the 
vessels under construction in foreign 
yards to be $1,025,614, but from this list the 
amendment providing for only four ships 
cuts out two, leaving the subsidy $1,008,192 
Construction in American yards would 
draw, $1,681,832, and fishing bounties 
would amount to $175,000. ‘The total of 
these subsidies is $8,247,208, 

Thus the entire subsidy fund is prac- 
tically absorbed by the ships now built or 
under construction, which fact renders 
it plain that there is no encouragement 
here for future American shipbuilding. 

The subsidy provided for by the condi- 
tions of this bill will take, according to 
the report of the commissioner of navi- 
gation—and I have shown hig own figures 
for 1900—$8,247,208. But our friends say 
these foreign-built ships cannot receive 
any subsidy until the owners build the 
Same tonnage in the United States... They 
have ten years by this bill, if I remem- 
ber correctly, to complete that tonnage, 
and in the meantime no other ships can 
draw this money from the treasury. It 
must remain there subject to their call. 
Therefore what is the incentive in thjs 
bill to create new shipyards and build up 
shipyards on the Pacific coast? There is 
the great state*of Washington, the great 
State of California and the great district 
of Alaska, with illimitable forests. coal. 
iron, and everything that goes to build 
up and make great shipyards and to build 
up maritime interests. 

Regarding the data above given, Mr. 
Perkins said: 


I have taken the bill as amended and 
these are the figures which I take from it. 
and they are all from him, except one col- 
umn which I took from the American As- 
sociation of New York, to which I have 
referred. It is a ship association, enjoy- 
ing the confidence and respect of the com- 
mercial and maritime community of the 
great metropolis, and I assume it is cor- 
rect. The others are taken from his re- 
port, but are placed in this form. That 
makes the figures which I have given 
$8,247,208.

are near enough. Even admitting there is 
some little dfscrepancy, or some difference 
the figures cannot be controverted, ' my 
opinion. It would absorb the full $9, 0,000 
for these vessels that are provided for 
and which have been built and are to 
come under the provisions of this bill. 

From this testimony of a republi- 
can senator, it will be seen that these 
southern men who have been induced 
to favor the bill under the impression 
that it would help southern shipping, 
have been buncoed. 


Judge Crisp’s Dilemma. 

The dilemma in which Judge Crisp 
found himself the other day, in the 
trial of a case in Dawson, is one which 
comes before every judge in Georgia 
with more or less frequency. 

A youth had committed his first of- 
fense. It was necessary to hold him 
to account, but there was only one 
punishment provided, one which would 
consign him to the companionship of 
veteran criminals, thus making the 
victim a recruit to that class, with no 
hope of escape. Judge Crisp was 
forced to award this unequal penalty, 
and could only give vent to his hu- 
manity in regrets. 

The need of a _ reformatory is 
neither in the interest of sentimental- 
ism nor opposition to punishment for 
offenses committed. There should be 
punishment, but it should be measured 
to the condition and the surround- 
ings. The first object should be the 
reformation of the criminal, and un- 
der no circumsta } should it aid in 
building up a criminal class. It is a 
duty which thé state owes to herself 
to properly classify offenders so as to 
preserve order and do the best possi- 
ble for the unfortunate. This is a 
duty which should pot be evaded by 
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committing it to the counties, since it | 


belongs primarily to the state herself. 

Fulton, as well as some other coun- 
ties, have been forced to take this mat- 
ter up, but what these counties do 
must necessarily be limited. It is a 
work which belongs to the state and 
which humanity demands that she 
should take up at the earliest moment, 


Mr. Eager’s Experience. 

The experience of Mr. George R. 
Eager, well remembered in Georgia as 
the builder of one of our most useful 
railroads, presents a sad picture of hu- 
man ingratitude. 

Mr. Eager developed the Northeast 
Georgia by giving it the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad, work on which 
was interrupted by the great Baring 
failure. In order to save a friend, who 
represented to him that he would be 
ruined, Mr. Eager took off his hands a 
large block of the liability, through 
which this man was enabled to hold up 
his head. Now the beneficiary pushes 
the man who had saved him to the 
wall, and Mr. Eager sadly contem- 
plates the ingratitude of some men. 

This story is certainly unpleasant, 
but it cannot be taken as illustrative 
of mankind in general. The world is 
full of instances of men who have kept 
faith with those who had befriended 
them. Mr. Eager had the misfortune 
to deal with one of the exceptions, 
whose conduct will come to the front 
occasionally.

More Money for the Tech. 

Elsewhere in our columns will be 
found a statement that Mr. French 
has again offered to help the Schodl 
of Technology. His check is promised 
when the citizens of Georgia complete 
the fund originally suggested by Mr. 
James Swan who, in giving $20,000 out- 
right, pointed out the urgent necessity 
for an additional fund of $15,000. Presi- 
dent Hall states that $6,550 will make 
Mr. French’s gift available. 

As $22,000 has been given by non- 
residents of Georgia, $20,000 by Mr. 
Swan, and $2,000 by Mr. S. M. Inman, 
and as Mr. French offers to top the do- 
nations with a gift of $2,500 when $35.,- 
000 has been raised, it seems that Geor- 
gians should not hesitate to raise, by 
subscription, the $6,550 now needed, 
$8,450 of the $15,000 having been re- 
cently raised through the instrument- 
ality of Captain J. W. English. 

President Hall has asked a number 
of citizens for donations, none of which 
exceed $250.00. There should be a hearty 
response, In fact, there should be some 
wealthy citizen of Atlanta to donate the 
entire amount. The Constitution unites 
with President Hall in urging lib- 
eral and prompt responses to the let- 
ters which have been mailed, and we 
believe the money will be forthcoming. 
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Taxation of Franchises. 

A second measure has been intro- 
duced into the city counci] contemplat- 
ing the taxation of franchises, which 
will, ‘doubtless, receive full considera- 
tion. 

One of the difficulties about all plans 
proposed is their want of effectiveness. 
If a man buys a house and Jot, the city 
government finds no difficulty in ap- 
plying an immediate tax to ‘the prop- 
erty. Doubtless the purchaser would 
appreciate a few years’ grace, in which 
he could pay for the property, but such 
an application would ‘be laughed at. 
Nor does it end here. The city coun- 
cil repeats the same tax on the fran- 
chise money, notes or mortgage held 
for the property, thus collecting two 
taxes on the same corpus. So on with 
other property. But when it comes to 
franchises, there is a strange hesita- 
tion. All measures to reach them are 
placed in the future, while the home 
owner is called upon instanter. The 
mortgage is taxed because it is an 
evidence of property, even though a 
bill for it would not be offered on sale. 
A franchise is also an evidence of 
property, and in market would com- 
mand millions of dellars from warring 
capitalists. 

Is there no way by which all prop- 
erty owners can be brought under 
equal liability to the government? 
Taxes are needed today. Who will 
pay them? 

There is fame in store for the coun- 
cilman who will lead the successful 
movement which will make itself 
known by jingling dollars in the treas- 
ury.

GENERAL JAMES JACKSON 
AND HIS BLOODY DUELS 


By CHAS. EDGEWORTH JONES.

HE illustrious life record of the Hon. 

James Jackson is an open book, and 

to it we will now briefly refer. Born 
in England on the 2ist of September, 1757, 
while still a lad he removed to America, 
locating in Georgia before the attainment 
of hig fifteenth year. Soon after his ar- 
rival in Savannah he entered zealously 
upon the study of law and was so en- 
gaged when the thunders of the impend- 
ing revolution reminded him of his adopt- 
ed country’s patriotic demands upon his 
enlightened energies. This was in 75, 
and from that time on until the close of 
hostilities his championship of the cause 
ef the struggling colonies was conspicuous 
and unremittng. In 1778 we find him a 
brigade major, highly respected for his 
soldierly talents and unflinching fidelltv. 
With the seige of Savannah, Ga., in the 
fall of the subsequent year he was bril- 
liantly identified nobly discharging his du- 
ty in the memorable assault which re- 
sulted so disastrously for the armies of 
D’Fetaing and Lincoln. 

A few months later, or in the early 
spring of 17%, occurred the first dueling 
encounter wherewith Major Jackson's 
sturdy career is associated. In this un- 
fortunate affair Lieutenant Governor 
George Wells, de facto chief executive of 
beleaguered Georgia in the absence of 
Hon. Richard Howley, was the aggresso>. 
and so the personal collision, as much as 
it was regretted, was, in point of honor, 
unavoidable. For the outcome of the mel- 
anchsdly conflict we refer to the death of 
Lieutenant Governor Wells and to the 
fevere wounding and temporary disable- 
ment of his challenging and uncompromi:- 
ing antagonist. 

As a consequence of this duel aside from 
the ircidental anguish which its tragic 
issue occasioned, Major Jackson was en- 
tirely debarred from an active participa- 
tion in the patriot campaign during sevc- 
ral months of that year. 


So 


At Blackstocks, 8. C., in November, 
1780, and again at the historic battle of 
the Cowpens which was enacted within 
the borders of the Palmetto colony in the 
ensuing January, Major Jacksen and his 
gallant command proved of inestimable 
utility to the revoluttonists in compassing 
the victorious and decisive results as 
there achieved. Soon after the last namea 
struggle the attention of our honored sub- 
ject became engrossed in the formation of 
a legionary corps with the colonelcy of 
which he was admiringly complimented; 
his final noteworthy military service be- 
ing performed at the seige of Augucta, 
Ga., in the early summer of 1781. On that 
oceasion Colonel Jackson and his stalwart 
contingent acquitted themselves with sig- 
nal eclat and the triumphant termination 
of that eventful seige was largely due 
to their untiring and courageous endeav- 
ors. 

When the war was at an end he resum- 
ead his Savannah residence and on his ad- 
mission to the bar attained immediaic 
eminence as a legal practitioner. Legis- 
lative honors were contemporaneously 
acded and for several terms he acceptably 
represented his county in the house of 
aseembly. From that body he received, 
in 1786, a commission as brigadier general 
of militia, being subsequently advanced 
to the grade of major general and through 
his energetic ministrations the Indian dep- 
redations on the southern frontier of the 
state were speedily stopped. In January. 
1788, gubernatorial honors though unani- 
mously tendered to General Jackson, were 
for personal reasons, modestly declined. 
and a little more than twelve months 
later he took his seat im the federal house 
of representatives. 

This was the first congressional term 
us held under the new constitution, and 
a few taonths after its completion, or 
early in 1793, he was entrusted with the 
high office of United States senator. 
During the period of his senatorial ten- 
ure, the passage of the infamous Yazoo 
bill by the Georgia legislature was com- 
passed, it becoming a law on the 7th of 
January, 1795. 

Ten morths later In response to an ur- 
gent appeal from such of his fellow citi- 
zens as were, like himself, ufiqualifiedly 
opposed to the Yazoo legislation, General 
Jackson promptly resigne&his post in the 
upper house and returnedyto his home. 
On his arrival he wes: forthwith elected 
a member of the legislature, being at 
once assigned to a committee of repre- 


sentatives especially empowered to in- 
vestigate the conduct of their predeces- 
sors. His unbounded utility as a factor in 


that committee cannot be overestimated, | 


and the authorship of the famous res- | 
cinding act, approved February 13, 17%. | 
which overthrew the Yazoo enormity. is | 


referable to none other than his patriotic 
self. 
epirited achicvement with his own hands 


And net content with this public- | 


General Jackson consigned all dvcuments | 
in any way connected with the accursed | 
Yasoo transaction to the flames, thus ef- | 
facing from the state records every fraud- 
ulent trace which might militate against | 


the fair fame of the commonwealth. 


The second duel wherewith General | 
Jackson was identified in the course of | 
his eventful career, or'ginated in and was | 


directly deducible from the Yazoo corrup- 
tion. 


It seems that Robert Watkins, in | 


conjunction with his brother, George, had | 
prepared for publication what is known | 
as ‘‘Watkins’ Digest,’”” which is the old- | 
est compilation of Georgia state laws in | 


existence. Out of this very work sprang 
up between Robert Watkins and General 
Jackson all the distressing trouble which 
subsequently assumed such formidable 
proportions. 

The latter, who, as we have seen, had 
been an active opponent of the Yazoo 
sqle, and the undaunted author of the 
rescinding act, ylelding to popular solic- 
itation became governor in January, 1798. 
In his official capacity as such, so soon 
as ‘“‘Watkins’ Digest’’ was completed, he 
rejected the compilation, alleging that 
its collaters had inserted the Yazoo act 
in the volume, in defiance of the rescind- 
ing statute, which declared it never to 
have been one of the laws of the state. 
By this means a costly edition of the di- 
gest was thrown back on the hands of 
the compilers, entailing their pecuniary 
loss and engendering such bitterness of 
feeling between General Jackson and 
Robert Watkins as developed into a hos- 
tile meeting in 1802. The former had re- 
tired from the governorship in the spring 
of the ooh year in order to resume 
his seat fn the United States senate. 

The affair, we are told, was conducted 
in the highest style of punctilio. While 
the seconds were arranging the details of 
the prospective encounter, the principals 


conversed ‘“‘with great elagance and en- 


tire politeness’’ on different matters, and 
in such a way that no one would have 
imagined they would so shortly be mor- 
tally confronted. 


The terms governing the Impeading 
conflict having been mutually agreed 
upon, the urbane combatants were ap- 
pr.sed of the result as reached. They 
were instructed to stand at a distance of 
ten feet, and at the word make ready, 
fire! were required to discharge their 
weapons, a snap or flash being regarded 
as tantamount to a shot. At the first fire 
both pistols went off into the ground; 
and, the second being a blank shot, at 
the third discharge General Jackson fell 
plerced, secundum artem, through the 
right hip. The wounded worthy insisted 
on another fire, but the surgeons claimed 
the prior right of investigating the grav- 
ity of his injuries before authorizing 
further procedure. In the report, as sub- 
mitted by the attending physicians, it 
was intimated that the ball might have 
penetrated the stamachic cavity, and hos- 
tilities were accordingly discontinued: 
Thereupon, Mr. Watkins, wth great 
civility, tendered his services relative to 
bearing his disabled antagonist from the 
scene of the encounter. 

On being removed from the dueling 
ground, the distinguished governor is 
said to have affably observed: ‘‘Dam it, 
Watkins, I thought I could give you an- 
other shot.”’ 

And thus, with this parting shaft, was 
the dread episode which had been char- 
acterized by such exemplary punctilio, 
brought to a felicitous conclusion. 

From this time on until his untimely 
and lamented death did the illustrious 
General Jackson continue to dignify the 
senate hall at Washington. And when, 
in his forty-ninth year, on the 19th of 
March, 1806, he received his final sum- 
mons, an uncompromising patr.ot was 
withdrawn. whose picturesque career, 
while illuminauing Georgia's annals, has 
been a source of abiding admiration to 
all posferity.

Washington, D. C., February 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—There is no longer any hope for 
favorable action on the Atlanta Military 
park bill by this session of congress. 

Representative Livingston conferred to- 
day with Speaker Henderson, urging him 
to recognize the bill, which is on the 
house calendar ready for action, with 
the favorable report of the committee. 
The speaker finally and flatly told the 
representative that under no circum- 
stances would this or any other of the 
seventeen national park bills be consid- 
ered. He was emphatic about it, and as 
the consideration of the bill by the house 
is absolutely dependent upon the speak- 
er, the matter seems to be ended for this 
session. 

It is known that the speaker was fa- 
vorably inclined toward the Atlanta bill, 
and would have permitted its considera-

tion had it been the only one reported 
by the committee. There were sixteen 
others, however, some of them providing 
for the purchase of battlefields of lit- 
tle or nd consequence, and of less historic 
importance. When th? committee began 
to favorably report these bills it opened 
the gates wide and flooded the house with 
military park measures. The result is 
that Speaker Henderson refuses to con- 
sider any of them. He feels that if 
he permits the consideration of one that 
Me. could not discriminate against others. 
For this reason he has put his foot on the 
whole lot, and the Atlanta bill goes down 
with the others. 

If there is an extra session, another ef- 
fort will be made, but there is now no 
doubt that for this session the military 
park proposed for the Peachtree battle- 
field is beyond the range of favorable ac- 
tion.

In all three cases the assailant was 4 
negro and in each case the outlaw made 
good his escape. 

Causes of pocketbook snatching have 
of late been reported almost every night 
and recently the highwaymen have grown 
more bold and more brutal and fHave 
taken to using force in order to secure 
the booty they are after. Only a few 
evenings ago a young lady was struck 
down with a club by a negro footpad as 
she was ih the act of entering her own 
home at No. 43 East Ellis street, which 
is in the very center of the thickly popu- 
lated portion of the city. 

Three Cases in (One Evening. 

Three cases in one evening have caused 
the police to regard the matter in its 
most serious aspect and immediate steps 
will be taken to catch the daring outlaws 
if possible. Secret detective methods may 
be devised which will result in some of 
the negro highwaymen being caught or 
killed. 

The police do not hesitate to admit that 
it is getting so of late that a woman 
cannot walk the streets of Atlanta 
safely after dark.

The negro burglar secured, among other 
things, a fine gold watch belonging to 
Mrs. Girard, which had her name on the 
inside case and the letters “E. G.’’ on the 
back of the case. The watch had been 
brought from Mexico and was 4 very 
valuable one. 

Mrs. McGaughy was able to give the 
oflicers a very accurate description of the 
burglar and it is believed he will be 
caught.

Doorbel] Was Rung Several Times 
To Notify Inmates of House. 


CHILD TAKEN TO HOME FOR FRIENDLESS 


} Child Bright and Strong and Didn’t 
Seem To Mind the Cold—Was 
in a Basket, 


A lifile baby boy was left.on the door- 
step of John Zimmerman’s residence, No. 
192 North Boulevard, this morning at 12:30 
o'clock and the assistance of the police 
was called in to give the little stranger 
a home. 

Although the weather was bitter cold. 
the thermometer being down below 20, 
the infant was not even dressed, but lay 
wrapped in a blanket in a small basket. 
It was a robust, blue-eyed child and he 
did not appear to mind the weather very 
much. 

John ZAmmerman is the foreman of the 
Fulton cotton and bagging mills and re- 
sides in a cottage on North Boulevard. 
He and his wife have no children. 

This morning at 12:30 o’clock the door 
bell of the residence rang violently and 
both Mr. and Mrs. Zimmerman went 
to the door after having lit the hall gas, 
jet. They opened the door and saw no 
one. They retired and\in a few moments 
the door bell was again rang. Once 
again they went to the front door and 
@ second time they saw nobody and 
were at a loss to understand what it all 
meant. 

After they had decided that somebody 
was either crazy or meant mischief, they 
heard the bell ring a third time and a 
third time they opened the front door 
and looked out. This time they discov- 
ered a small basket on the porch. The 
basket had doubtless been there all the 
while and they had failed to notice it. 

When the basket was taken into the 
house and the blanket with which it was 
covered removed a baby boy was discov- 
ered. It had not been dressed. 

Mrs. Zimmerman states that when the 
front door was opened the third time 
some one was heard running down the 
‘street. 

Mr. Zimmerman at once notified the 
police and Call Officer Doyal went after 
the child in the patrol wagon. Captain 
Thompson made arrangements for the 
infant.to be taken by the Home for the 
Friendless and there the little stranger 
was left. 

Officer Doyal states that the baby was 
very cold, but did not appear to be suf- 
fering. It would probably have frozen 
to death if it had been left out in the 
severe cold any length of time. The 
person who carried it to the home of My 
Zimmerman was determined that its 
presence there should be known and that 
was why the door bell was rung so vio- 
lently and so many times. 

The child will be kept at the home 
until some other disposition can be made 


of it. 
PARDON ASKED FOR BAKER. 


Another Effort To Be Made To Get 
Prison Commission To Act 
Favorably. 

Another application for commutation of 
sentence for James L. Baker, the wife 
murderer, was filed with the prison com- 
mission yesterday. The petition asks 
for the commutation of the sentence of 
death to a sentence of imprisonment for 

fe. 

The petition was filed by King & Anderson 
and Lee J. Langley, the attorneys who 
have represented Baker in the progress 
of the case through the courts. Baker's 
ease is still pending in the criminal 
branch of the superior court on the 
question of his sanity, but it is under- 
stood that the commission will probably 
take up the case, hear the statements 
of the attorneys and pass upon it. 

The case is in entirely different shape 
from what it was when before presented 
to the commission. Judge John 8S. Can- 
dler, before whom Baker was convicted; 
Solicitor General Charles Hill and Sheriff 
Nelms have approved the application for 
commutation to life imprisonment, where- 
as before they fought the effort to se- 
cure clemency. Members of the jury and 
others who believe Baker to be of un- 
sound mind have signed the petition, and 
altogether Baker will go before the prison 
commission with a much stronger case 
than he had before 

The petition sets forth that Baker is 
insane, and asks commutation of sen- 
tence in order to bring the case to a 
close. Baker has been respited five times 
by Governor Candler, and each time his 
case thas been delayed for some reason 
or other. If the petition is favorably 
acted on by the commission and by the 
governor, the case now pending relat- 
ing to Baker’s sanity will be dismissed.

The mercury fell to 20 yesterday morn- 
ing, rising but a few degrees in the 
middle of the day. Toward nightfall it 
was down to 20 again, and gradually de- 
scending toward zero. When called up by 
telephone at a late hour last night, Pro- 
fessor Marbury, the federal forecaster, 
said he looked for the thermometer to 
hover between 15 and 10 above zero dur- 
ing the remainder of the night, probably 
being at the former mark early this 
morning. This, he said assuringly, would 
mark the crest of the cold wave. Late 
in the day he expects a perceptible mod- 
eration agi does not expect such intense 
cold tonight. 

Professor Marbury said that the freez- 
ing line, which was below Macon yes- 
terday, extended over the whole of Geor- 
gia and well over into Florida last night. 
He said his advices were that the peach 
crop had not been injured, but he was 
fearful that the truckers would receive 
severe injury to their early vegetables. 

Cold Wave Accompanying. 

Accompanying the cold wave was a 
biting wind which blew with unceasing 
velocity from early morning. This served 
to accentuate the bitterness of the cold. 
Old Boreas was out with his whistling 
clothes on and blew a constant dirge 


through the telegraph wires that sounded 
like the wails of departed souls and 
served to lower one’s spirits in proportion 
to the fall of the mercury. 

In many parts of the city where new 
buildings are in process of erection or 
where the streets are being torn up, the 
dust was blinding and caused shoppers 
to keep off of the streets. 

The cold wave caught Atlanta totally 
unprepared and for that reason there 
was considerable suffering. The warm 
weather of the past week and those pre- 
ceding it had thinned the blood of people 
and when the fall in temperature took 
place the systems of the majority were 
not prepared for it. In consequence there 
was considerable suffering. People who 
ordinarily experience little inconvenience 
during cold weather suffered greatly.

In discussing the matter yesterday, Sec- 
retary T. H. Martin said: 

“It is quite evident that some of the 
council members misunderstand the pur- 
pose of the chamber of commerce in re- 
gard to the money which we have asked 
the city to appropriate for advertising 
purposes. In the first place we asked 
that this money be appropriated direct 
to the chamber. When it was decided 
that this plan would be illegal, we then 
asked that the money be appropriated to 
the committee of council, which, as we 
understand the matter, was created for 
this identical purpose. We understood 
that this would make the appropriatien 
entirely legal and the money could then 
be expended as we had originally in- 
tended. 

“It was not Our purpose to use the 
money for any of the general needs of 
the chamber, nor for an indefinite plan of 
advertising. We wished to devote the 
money to the specific purpose of repub- 
lishing the handbook ‘Atlanta,’ which 
was published two years ago and is now 
out of issue. We have all the cuts and a 
large edition of this book could be pub- 
lished at a moderate cost. ‘ 

“We also wish to publish four editions 
of a small pamphlet of proper size to go 
in business envelopes, and be sent out 
by our business houses. It was our pur- 
pose to publish four or five editions of 
this pamphlet at different times of the 
year giving brief and interesting infor- 
mation regarding conditions existng jin 
Atlanta.

WATER BOARD 
LETS CONTRACTS 


Selects Material for Foundations for| 


New Pump. 
‘ONE BID NOT CONSIDERED 


Sfad Been Filed with Board One Day 
Zoo Late. 


CONTRACT FOR COAL WAS LET 


Board and the Mayor To Visit Pump- 
ing Stations To Ascertain What 
Improvements Are Needed. 


Contracts for material for the construc- 
tion of the massive foundations of the 
new fifteen million. gallon pump for the 
‘waterworks were let yesterday afternoon 
by the board of water commissioners dur- 
ing the regular session of that body. 

The bid of Sciple Sons for cement, at 
$2.35 per barrel, was accepted. The board 
decided to receive the cement in sacks 
instead of barrels and thus save the extra 
expense of 25 cents for cooperage per bar- 
rel. It is expected that about three car- 
loads of cement will be needed. 

The bid of the Palmer Brick Company 
for brick, at $6.75 per thousand, was ac- 
cepted. The board may, if it is deemed 
advisable, pay the successful bidder $1 
extra per 1,000 and have the bricks de- 
livered by teams at the pump house at the 
river. 

The bid of W. J. Bishop & Sons for 
rock, at $1.10 per ton, was accepted. This 
bid, it seems, was not opened in the of- 
fice of the city comptroller on last 'Tues- 
day as were the others, but it was con- 
sidered yesterday by the board for the rea- 
son that it had been received by Secretary 
Wimmock before 4 o’clock Tuesday, but 
im some manner was misplaced. The board 
unanimously agreed that it should be ccn- 


sidered with the other bids received. 


All the bids accepted were not the low- 
est submitted, but the board considered 
that only the best material should be se- 
lected and the tests of the cement was 
taken into consideration when that item 
of material was decided upon. vV. H. 
Kreigshaber submitted a bid for cement 
at $1.90 per barrel for one variety and 
$2.24 for another. 

Lower Bids Submitted. 

Randall Bros. also submitted a bid for 
cement at $2.25 per barrel to be delivered 
in sacks. The Coliins Brick works sub- 
mitted a bid of $6.75 per 1,000 for bricks. 
This bid was at the same price as the ac- 
cepted bid of the Palmer Brick Company. 
The bid of W. J. Roberts & Sons, for rock, 
was the lowest of any submitted for that 
particular material. 

This company will be required to file 
a $100 bond with the board. None of the 
other companies wil? be asked to make 
bond. The bid of Venable Bros., for stone, 
was $2.09 per ton, and that of V. H. Kreig- 
shaber $1.48 per ton. 

When the board met yesterday after- 
noon the matter of bids was the first to 
be considered. The bid of Walsh & Mc 
Alpin, which was explained by Secretary 
Dimmock, had been filed only yesterday, 
Was not considered. The call for bids re- 
quired that all should be sent in before 4 
City At- 
torney Mayson will draft the vontracts 
and as soon as they are signed th@ mate- 
rial will be sent out to the pumping sta- 
tion that the work may begin at once. The 
foundation for the new pump, it is esti- 
mated, will cost between $3,000 and $4,000. 

The board adopted the recommendation 
of the finance committee to the effect that 
the contract for coal for the two pumping 
stations be awarded the Georgia Coal and 
Iron Company, the bid of that company 
being $2.35 per ton. In answer to Super- 
intendent Woodward’s question as to 
whether or not the board intended mak- 
ing any provision for improvements at the 
two pumping stations this year, the board 
decided to visit the stations in a body, 
accompanied by Mayor Mims. The presi- 
dent of the board will name a time for 
this visit and inspection. 

The matter of securing new arc lights 
for the stations was left two the president 
of the board and the superintendent. It 
was stated that the twenty-one lamps 
which have been in use for the past seven 
years were in bad condition and should be 
replaced. A Chicago firm, it seems, had 
made a proposition to ‘furnish second- 
hand lights, in good condition, for $5.50 
each, and this may be accepted in the 
event the same company will agree to re- 
ceive the old lamps and give a suitable 
credit for them on the new ones.

HE old confederate veterans, it 
seems, are becoming more and more 
tenacious of life. As time rolls on 
they seem to hold to it with a firmer 
and firmer grip. 

“The death list among the veterans,” 
remarked Pension Commissioner Lind- 
sey, “appears to be growing smaller and 
smaller every year. Last year there were 
only 242 deaths out of a roll of 5,500 
indigent soldiers, which makes an aver- 
age of about 500 on Georgia’s whole pen- 
sion roll. 
when it is remembered that nearly all of 
these old fellows are in their declining 
years.’”’ 

As those on the pension rolls are re- 
| moved by death, others whose applica- 
tions have been passed on favorably have 
| their names put on, so that the annual 
appropriation is gll taken .up.. Of fhe 
} $604,000 appropriated By the state, State 
Treasurer Park has already paid out 
more than $675,000, leaving but $15,000 
more to be distributed. The pensioners 
of every county in the state, with the 
exception of White, Irwin and Lincoln, 
have been paid.

Disappointment at the Liverpool Re- 
'’ sponse Was General, and Caused 
Selling for Both Accounts. 
Closed Eary, 1 to 7 
Points Lower. 


New York, February 20.—Todav’s cotton mar- 
ret was «a restless, erratic affair, with the 
bears in control at the opening and at the 
closing while friends of the staple were in 
possession throughout the time intervening 
Disappointment in the Liverpool response to 
last night’s sharp uplift here was general, and 
under selling for both accounts prices went 
off 2 to 9 points on the call. The opening 
tone was given as steady, despite the lower 
‘prices. Shorts soon took fright, however, at the 
crop movement, which fell far short of predic- 
tions. Moreover, private wires stated that 
southern markets were holding their own on ex- 
» port demand and better southern mill inquiry. 
Before noon a slight net advance had been re- 
corded, due largely to active covering, though 
investment support was a feature, and aggres- 
sive buying of March hy an export house fig- 
ured prominently. Soon after midday there 
was a further general upward movement in 
values, a net rise of 5 to 7 points at one 
time being apparent. 
resulted from estimates for small receipts to- 
merrow and fears that Liverpool would fully 
retpond to any advance which we might show. 
Yet just before the close a wave of profit tak- 
ing by room holders sent prices downward 
rapidly with the market finally easy and net 
i to 7 points lower. While the loca] spot 
watrket was marked |-!6c higher on sales of 
100 bales, the rise was at the time when fu- 
tures were at their highest point.

QUIET =MARKET DESIRED 


On Part of Those Concerned in Steel 
Negotiations — Bel‘eved Holi- 
days Will Be Taken Ad- 
vantage of To Publish 
Steel Merger Plans. 


New York, February 20.—The dread of the 
unknown was the depressing factor in the stock 
market today. Preparations were evidently be- 
ing made for the interim of three consecutive 
holidays by lightning speculative leads, The 
possibilities of the three days’ interval, which 
were canvassed by the speculative public, 
were by no means wholly on the side of de- 
pression, but whatever favorable developments 
seemed possible have been so thoroughly dis- 
counted that the balance of chance is con- 
sidered clearly on the side of lower prices. 
Indications seem to point clearly to a desire 
for quiet stock, market conditions for the pres- 
ent on the part of the financial powers who 
are most*largely concerned in the steel nego- 
tiations, as they have also been in the recent 
railroad consolidations, It is not hard to un- 
‘derstand why, with colossal financial under- 
takings in embryo, those concerned in them 
should desire most of all quiet and stable 
conditions both in the money and stock mar- 
kets. The certainty that powerful support 
would be accorded to prevent a sudden and vio- 
lent decline tends to repress bear activity. 
It is evident that every effort is making to

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BROTHERS AT OUTS 
BECAUSE OF CONTRACT 


PECULIAR disagreement between 
A brothers came to light yesterday 
afternoon during the meeting of 
the board of water commissioners, but af- 
ter investigating the matter the board 
discreetly concluded that it was a case

Mr. McDonald, of South Carolina, de- 
clared that his brother had secured the 
contract upon an implied misrepresenta- 
tion, was not using the material called 
for in the contract, and, further, could 
not use that material as it was the prop- 
erty of the paint and roof company. He

filed formal notice on the board to with- 
hold from his brother all payments for 
the work. : 

Before the meeting adjourned William 
McDonald, the painter holding the eon- 
tract and now engaged upon tka work, 
appeared before the board to explain his 
side of the controversy. The’ president 
of the board acquainted him with the 
charges which had been made against 
him. Mr. McDonald asserted that the 
charges made by his brother were untrue. 

“TI made no misrepresentation to this 
board,’’ said he, “‘and am doing the work 
as set forth in the contract. The ma- 
teria? I am using is just as good as that 
which he sells, as I have the same for- 
mula. If the work is not found to be as 
good as I represented, then I do not want 
any pay for it. Furthermore, I want no 
pay yntil it is finished and inspected.”’ 

He then attempted to talk of family 
matters, but President Hillyer requested 
that he spare his own feelings and those 
of the board.

supplying school and college textbooks.”’

MAHON OUTLINES — 
NEED FOR UNIONS 


Detreit Labor Leader Addressed Labor- 
ing People Last Night. 


MUST PROTECT THEMSELVES 


Declares Labor Union Is Business 
Organization of Sound Principles, 


LABOR DEALT WITH AS COMMODITY 


Says Laborer Must Be Able To Name 
Purchase Price—Politics Offer 
No Protection. 


President W. D. Mahon, of the Amal- 
gamated Street Railway Employees’ As- 
sociation, with headquarters in Detroit, 
addressed a meeting of the laboring peo- 
ple last night in the hall of the Federa- 
tion of Labor. The address was along 
the line of the great benefits to be de- 
rived from labor organizations by the 
laboring people and President Mahon 
urged the labor union as a necessity to 
the protection and betterment of the con- 
dition of the workman. 

President Dennis Lindsay, of the Fed- 
eration of Labor, presided over the meet- 
ing and the address of welcome to Pres- 
ident Mahon was delivered by P. H. 
Moore. President Mahon is a forceful 
and eloquent speaker and his address 
aroused considerable enthusiasm among 
his auditors. 


He devoted the major portion of his re- 
marks to the character of the labor or- 
ganization and declared that it was 
purely a business matter. He said the 
labor union is a business organization of 
the soundest principles, as it deals with 
the very foundation—the wages of the 
great mass of citizens. He stated that 
the corporations who employ labor are 
business organizations, dealing with la- 
bor as a business proposition, and de- 
clared that the only manner in which 
labor can meet them successfully is tu 
organize, to combine and to present it- 
self before them as business organiza- 
tions. The man on the front or rear of 
a street car, assisting in its operation,, he 
Said, was just as much of a business 
man as the man who clipped the coupons 
in the back office of the corporation. 

The speaker defended the motives of 
the labor union, saying that although it 
was the object of much criticism and 
their champions were characterized as 
labor agitators, yet not one of the critics 
would dare to appear on the public plat- 
form and produce argument to substan- 
tiate their condemnation of the union, 
He expressed himself as dreading strikes 
but stated that he had never yet con- 
demned a body of laborers for striking 
for their rights. He said that the labor 
union is referred to as a class of wicked 
boycotters, but that no such criticism 
one en against people in other 
falKs o e Who at times engage 
boycotting business. cnet 

He characterized labor as a commo- 
dity and declared that it is the only com- 
modity upon which the purchaser places 
the price instead of the seller. Corpora- 
tions and other employers of labor, he 
said, were purchasing it at the lowest 
price and he argued that combinations 
are necessary for the protection of labor 
in this manner of trade. Then the la- 
bofer can meet the employer, he said 
with the proposition that the commodity 
of labor was being sold to the highest 
bidder, in this way insuring to the seller 
the privilege of naming his own price. 

During the course of his Speech he re- 
ferred to the relation of the laboring man 
to politics and the substance of these re- 
marks was to show that it was useless 
for the laborer to depend on either of the 
great parties for protection. Both parties 
claim they are the friend of labor, he 
said, but free silver, gold and the pro- 
tective tariff are unavailing unless the 
laborer is receiving good wages. The 
labor union is for the purpose of secur- 
ing good wages, he declared, and the un- 
ion is therefore the real friend of the la- 
boring man and not politics. 

At the conclusion of the address and 
at intervals during its delivery President 
Mahon was greeted with appreciative ap- 
plause.
